The Chicago World’s Fair is 
well known to coin collectors 
as the reason for the first U S. 
commemoratives - the Isabella 
quarter and the 1892 and 1893 
Columbian halves. 

Almost 120 years later, the 
half dollars still sell for just a 
tad over bullion. 

June presentation 

The Louis Braille commemorative dollar doesn’t 
have the whole world Braille on it in Braille, speaker 
Bob Barton said, just the letters BRL - a shorthand that 
makes reading by finger faster and easier
